Thefe Coalizers, however inconfiftent they may have 
appear'd in inlifting under Leviathan's Remains, as to Pofts 
and Preferments ; yet act confiftent in the avowed Point of 
fomenting an Enmity between the two different Sets of Sub- 
jes, and laying hold on all Opportunities for that wicked 
Purpofe.

Day or other anfwer her own Ends, as well as that of the 
Coalizing Patriots: For France, and her Emiffaries, have 
long been practifing to fet the Regal and Eleétoral Domi- 
nions at Variance. 


I have the Charity to believe, that the Tevo Brothers 
would never have affented to this Article, had they been 
aware of the Confequence of it; and that the Coadixing 
Patriots over-reached them in this Point, and threw it out 
to them as a Bait, which they knew the Brothers would 
catch at, as a Means to make their Compliments /ome- 
where.

The following is fent me, as the Form of a Petition pre- 
pared, in order to be delivered for redreffing our mercantile 
Grievances. 


To his Honour, the Prime Minifter and peerlefs 
Arbitrer of Peace, the humble Petition of the Mer- 
chants of Great Britain. 
May it pleafe you, Sir, 

E, the Merchants, and other eminent Traders of 

Great Britain, having heard that our long, inglo- 
rious and ill-conduéted War, which has neither revenged 
us of our Enemies, as we had Reafon to hope, nor indem- 
nify’d us of the great Loffes we have fuffered from the cruel 
and rapacious Spaniards, under the Adminiftration of your 
late corrupt Mafter in Politics and Predeceflor in Poft, is 
to end however in a g/orious Peace, take this Opportunity 
to congratulate with your Honour upon your Addrefs in 
procuring the Preliminaries of it, flattering ourfelves that 
we fhall receive from this Peace fuch Satisfa&tion, as neither 
the War nor the Affiftance of our Superiors have been yet 
able to obtain for us. We therefore make this early Re- 
prefentation to your Honcur, who, in Conjunétion with 
your equally wife and able Brother, have been gracioufly 
pleafed to afume the Direétion of the public Affairs of this 
Nation, humbly to remind your Hoxzour, that tho’ the War 
was profeffedly undertaken for the Vindication of our Rights 
and Commerce, and to procure us a jaft and reafonable 
Satisfaétion for the many intollerable Loffes and Grievances 
which we had fuftained in our Properties and Perfons ; yet 
{ach has been the unaccountable Conduét of the War, that 
we, the Sufferers, have not received the leaft Benefit or In- 
demnification from it, tho’ many fignal Advantages have 
beert obtained over the common Enemies, by which great 
Honours and Emoluments have accrued to the particular 
Favourites of the Ad n, but not the leaft Profit or 
Advantage to your much aggrieved Petitioners. Convinced 
that we have a Right, as Natives and Traders of Great-B,i- 
tain, to demand the Countenance and Affiftance of that 
Government, for the Support of which we have fo largely 
contributed, in order to recover our juft Rights and Proper- 
ties, we do hereby make Application to your Honour, as

And after thefe great, eminent and incontrovertible Ser- 
vices, it is with the utmoft AMliGion and Grief that we 
learn from the Preliminary Articles, not only how totally 
our Interefts have been neglected, but, as we may fay, given 
up and jobt'd away on a foreign.Confideration. Cape Breton, 
the Acquifition of Merchants and private Traders, as is 
evident, not only from the Circumfances of taking it, but 
from the ftronger Proof of no Peerage having been beRlow'd 
to reward the Captors, is to be given up; and what are the 
Merchants to receive in Exchange? Is there a fingle Emo 
lument granted to them either by France or Spain in Fx. 
change for this valuable C:flion? On the contrary, the 
only Article obtained by our M rs in Favour of the 
K—’s Subjr&s, is one which has no Relation to thofe of 
his Regal Dominions : The King of France engages to em- 
ploy his good Offices with the Court of Spain, to pay to

From all which it is conje€tured that he had 
got fome particular Intelligence by taking the abovemention’d 
Vettel, 

We hear that the following Men of War will foon be 
difcharged, viz. the Berwick, Ruffel, Diamond, and Jer- 
zey. Orders have been fent to the Navy Office to pay off 
the three laft direétly. 

The Crown Prince, Captain Felton, a Swedifh Ship, is 
arrived at Falmouth from China; fhe left St. Helena the 
1ithof April, and brings Advice, that the following Ships 
arrived there in their Paflage home the 7th of the fame 
Month, viz. the Norfolk, Hancock, the Onflow, Hind, 
late Congreve, who died in his Paflage from Canton, the 
Stafford, Baker, the Lynn, Gilbert, the Prince Edward, 
Halden, and the Dragon Kent, all from China ; and the 
Grantham, Wilfon, from Bencoolen; their Arrival in 
England is hourly expeéted. The St.George was left at 
China.

FOREIGN AFFATRS, 
HOLLAND. 

Scheveling, June it. O.S. The Fury of the Populace 
at the Hague is not yet afluaged : Laft Wednefday Morning, 
a‘ter laying the Houfe of Farmer Franken level with the 
Ground, a fhort Council of War was held, and another 
Enterprize of the fame Nature fet about. ‘The Burghers 
in the mean Time kept themfelvcs very quiet, though or. 
dered to take up Arms, even under pain of paying twenty. 
five Florins for their Difobedience, chufing rather to for- 
feit that Sum, than to expofe themfelves to fall a Sacrifice 
toan unruly Mob. A Swifs Lieutenant however, with 30 
Men, being fent to fave one of the Houfes they were about 
to fack, he advanced in fuch good order with the Bayonets 
fix’d, that his bare Prefence difperfed the Rioters. Since 
that Time the Heat of the Populace is confiderably abated, 
and we are in hopes will be entirely diffipated by the pru. 
dent Meafures taken by their High Mightineffes and the 
Stadtholder. 

GERMANY. 

Hanover, Fune 7. O. 8. The King enjoys perfe& 
Health, and {pends fome Hours every Day in the fine Gar- 
dens of Herenhaufen, where aFrench Comedy is reprefented 
twicea Week. ’Tis thought we fhall not fee the Duke of 
Cumberland till the End of the Summer, his Prefence bei 
neceflary at the Army till the figning of the Peace, whic 
the King and his Minifters affiduoufly labour to bring toa 
fpeedy Conclufion. The King has received from Vienna a 
a Plan of the Diftribution of the Ruffian Troops in Bohemia, 
which he has approved of, according to which thofe Troops 
are to take up their Winter Quarters in that Kingdom, and 
not return back into Ruffia till next Year. 

Aix la Chapelle, Fune 13. O.S. It is not yet deter- 
mined whether any Congrefs will be held in Form. Many 
are of Opinion, that the principal Points contained in the 
Preliminary Articles will be fettled in private Conferences, 
and that what relates to the Reftitution of the Conquefts 
on both Sides will be fhortly agreed upon. It is highly pro- 
bable, that a Begining will be made by reftoring fome of 
the Conquered Places or Provinces to the States General of 
the Emprefs-Queen. The Courier difpatched by Count 
Caunitz to Cownt Brown, General and Commander in Chief 
of the Imperial ‘Troops in Italy, is returned, by which we 
are informed, that there is a Sufpenfion of all Ads of 
Hoflilities between them and thofe of France. The Mar- 
quis de Soto Major, Minitter Plenipotentiary from the King 
of Spain, has by a Courier received full Powers from his 
Catholick Majefty to fign the Preliminary Articles of Peace, 
with fome Reftrictions ftipulated by that Monarch, and con- 
cerning which there is all imaginable Reafon to believe, 
they will be reconciled in the general ‘Treaty. Count de 
St. Severin returned here Yefterday from Paris, This Day 
a gencral Aflembly of all the Plenipotentiaries was held at 
that Nobleman’s Houfe ; no doubt it was upon the King of 
Spain's Acceffion to the Preliminary Articles. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Fune6. O. S$. Several Ships are failed from our 
Ports to take Pofleffion of Louifburgh, in Confequence ) 
the Rettitution the King of England has made of Cape 
Breton. 

RUSSIA. 

Pete fourgh, May 22. O.S. A few Days fince we 
received the melancholy News of a dreadful Fire that broke 
out at Mofcow the roth Init. whereby 37-0 Houfes were 
confumed, with 9c Churches, and two Convents, and 465 
Perfons perifhed in the Ruins. On the 15th the Fire broke 
out again, and confumed 167 Houfes more, and 17 Lives 
were loft init.
